lake as a result of the drastic ruling of Judge Kenesaw M. Landig,

H. Klepper, president of the Portland club for two aud a half 
years, and James R. Brewster, club vice-president, for one and a 
half years, and putting William J. Keuworthy, the Portland man- 
ager, on the ineligible list until the beginning of the 1924 season. 
The Pacific Coast League, which is awarded .Kenworthy's con- 
tract, will be able to dispose of Kenworlhy's services outside the 
league after August 1 of this year.

THE FILIPINO MISSION. 


Another commission has arrived in this 


country to "work" for the absolute indepen- 
dence of the Filipinos and the separation of 
their government from all authority of the 
United States. This commission is composed 
of six members of the Philippine Senate and 
nine members of the House of Representatives, 
together with numerous "technical experts/' 
such as have of late become customary impedi- 
menta of junketing bodies and conferences. 


The head and .neck of this commission is 


shared equally, so it is s(;i(cd, by Mr. Manuel 
Quezon, president of tlic Philippine Senate, 
and Mr. Sergio Osmemi, speaker of the House. 
It may be safely assumed that Mr. Quezon is 
the directing genius, lie has long been using 
the "independence'' movement for his political 
advancement at home and was chiefly respon- 
sible for the passage of the act, in (he Wilson- 


COOPERATION STILL NEEDED. 


Mr. Lloyd George, the British prime minis- 


ter, continues to cry his fear of a new war. 
He has a program and unless all other nations 
:iroept it he seems to think wnr unavoidable. 


The European situation can hardlj be as 


luid as that. There is. danger of a renewal of 
conflict, it is true, but cooperation between 
I'.iitain and the other Allied countries will 
prevent it from assuming-the proportions of 
general war. 


France is determined that the reparations 


provisions be enforced and in the Chamber of 
Deputies Friday Mr. Poincare served notice 
that unless the German payment on account of 
reparations dno May 31 is met the French ar- 
mies will invade the Ruhr district. France 
will have every justification for invasion in the 
event Germany defaults in the reparations ac- 
count. 


-Hut if Great Britain and Belgium—and Bel- 


gium is not susj)ccfed of any intention to re- 
fuse— co-oprrate with the French program, de- 
fault in Ihe reparations account is not likely. 
The trouble, is that Mr. Lloyd George is trying 
to work with a group of international bankers 
dominated by British financial interests and 
the program the bankers map out does not coin- 
cide with the fulfillment of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The British bankers seem to believe it 
would ix) more profitable to them if the task 
of repairing the damage in Belgium and France 
was suspended while they got their hand on 
German (rade. 


But whatever the motives of Mr. Lloyd 


George's acts and the causes of his pessimism, 
he should not forget the effectiveness of co-op- 
craiion. That is what won the war for Eng- 
land: it will preserve the peace of Europe if 
houesMv observed bv England.

In order to receive signals of 


maximum Intensity, the open and 
closed circuits of the receiver must 
be accurately tuned to each other 
and to the frequency of the in- 
coming wave. 


Tuning, in the .circuits of a radio 


receiver, is accomplished by means 
of the variable elements of induct- 
ance and capacity. 
Condensers in 


receiving 'circuita may lie divided 
into two classes; fixed condensers, 
In which the capacity remains a 
constant 
quantity, 
and 
variable 


condensers which are so mechani- 
cally constructed that the capa- 
city may be adjusted over a com- 
| paratively 
wide range of values 


with a fine degree of variation. 


A form of variable condenser in 


general use consists of two sets 
of conducting 
plates with air as 


the insulator or dialcctrio. One set 
of plates ;.s fixed in. position while 
the other set is mounted in a piv- 
oted shaft ..nd may be partinlly or 
completely intermeshed with the 
fl.ted plates. 
The plates arc care- 


fully separated by an air gap of 
approximately 
one-thirty 
second 


of an inch. 
When the movable 


plates are completely interlinked 
with tho fixed plates, the capacity 
of the condenser is at a maximum. 
Turning the' movable plates so that 
they are gradually moved in or out 
from between the fixed plates pro- 
vides a close variation in the value 
of the capacity. 
The movable and 


fixed plates must be KO adjusted as 
to'always have an air gap between 
them, for if they are allowed to 
touch, the condenser Is short cir- 
cuited and if no longer functions 
properly in the circuit.
